i. The flight date has been selected as Saturday, September 25, 1971. 
A preliminary, all-up, full dress rehersal is scheduled for Saturday, 
September 11, 1971. 


2. The flight routes are tentatively as follows: 


9/11/71: Van Nuys to Santa Barbara and return 
9/25/71: Van Nuys to San Diego to San Francisco and return 
3. No selection has yet been made of the frequency band and the type of 


modulation for the aircraft to ground link to be used by the Flight 
Status Net. The choice is between 2 meter FM, 6 meter AM, and
